Merchants 
can lower the prices of 
everything they sell by the 
value of the stamps, or, 
when you pay for your pur- 
chases atthe cash register, 
they can deduct the market 
value of the stamps at re- 
demption from the prices 
of those items for which 
trading stamps would have 
been given, ; 

If retailers adopt the 
latter method of passing 
on the lower prices, they 
must post in a prominent 
place in each retail outlet 
at least one sign(minimum

flow? How does it help 
you? The dictionary de- 
fines ‘cash planning’ as 


ready money a person ac- 
tually has including money 
on deposit and a plan or 
schedule adjusting expen- 
ses during a certain period 
to the estimated, anticipa- 
ted or fixed income or re- 
venue in that period,”’ 

Fundamentally, the cash 
planning process is a con- 
tinuous aid in the effort to 
accomplish the most vital 
job in a business~-profit 
planning, 

What Adam Smith said 
in year 1776 still holds 
good. Smith said people 
work best in their own 
self interest and with com- 
plete freedom in business 
efficient firms and indivi- 
duals will prosper and the 
inefficient will fail, Well- 
formulated and effectively 
developed cash plans can 
only play an important po- 
sitive role for the firm, 


They represent planning 
and control devices that 
enable you to anticipate 
change and adapt to it, 
thereby improving effi- 
ciency and hence better 
chances of survival under 
heavy competitive pres- 
sure, 


Cash-flow planning takes 
into account not onty the an- 
ticipated sales, purchases, 
accounts receivable and 
payable, financing of 
assets, repayment of 
debts, etc., but their tim- 
ing as well. A _ positive 
net cash-flow would indi- 
cate that the firm has am- 
ple financing. However, 
if an increase inthe volume 
of operations leads toa ne- 
gative cash-flow, addi- 
tional financing will be re- 
quired, i 

This directly leads to 
the various choices of fi- 
nancing, Cash-flow plen- 
ning is a healthy way to 
recognize increased ex- 
penses, At the same time, 
in case of short term po- 
sitive cash-flows, it helps 


to keep a firm’s idle cash 
profitably employed, 

Generally, a small firm 
has a relatively limited 
access to the long term 
capital markets; there- 
fore, it must necessarily 
rely heavily on trade cre- 
dit and short term hank 
loans. These two affect 
net working capital by in- 
creasing current liahi- 
lities, Any miscalculation 
in this field may send the 
business into a tail spin, 

If additional financing is 
needed, then a cash-flow 
plan arms the lender and

DOUBLES IN TEN YEARS 


As Americans contemplate the new blue and 
white income tax forms. they might give a thought 
to where their money goes. 

About 10 per cent of total Federal revenue of 
more than $200 billion goes for defense. This per- 
centage has dropped in recent years as Congress 
has cut defense expenditures. 

Other spending, however. is growing enormously 
—almost getting out of hand. The total non-defense 
spending in 1970 was S119 billion, or $587 for 
every man, woman, and child. This compares with 
“only” $48 billion in 1960 and $26 billion in 1950. 


This sort of spending explosion is the key reason 
for high taxes and inflation. Just to pick one exam- 
ple, the cost of food stamps has grown from an 
original appropriation of S115 million the first 
year of the program in 1967 to S610 million in 
1970 and a projected S1.12 billion next year, 

Thus, a relatively modest appropriation for a 
new program the first year has grown like morning- 
glories in July.
